A party seeking to 
expedite an appeal must show an “exeeptional reason that warrants expedition.” Third 
Cireuit E.A.R. 4.1. No sueh exeeptional reason is present here. The issues raised in this 
appeal are largely identieal to those that have been raised in In re National Football 
League Players ’ Concussion Injury Litigation, *RD Eegal Funding, EEC; RD Eegal 
Finanee, EEC; RD Eegal Funding Partners EP; Roni Dersovitz, Appellants, Nos. 18-1040 
and 18-1482, in whieh briefing already has been eompleted, and the one issue that is 
raised only here and not in the other two eases does not warrant expedited eonsideration. 
See Citigroup, Inc. v. Abu Dhabi Inv. Auth., 776 F.3d 126, 129 (2d Cir. 2015) (“[SJeveral
